PARIS, July 14,—An attempt was made 


to assassinate President Faure today. The 
president had gone to Longchamps to re- 
view the troops. No sooner had he en- 
tered the field than a man in the crowd 
stepped forward and fired a revolver at 
him. The shot did not take effect. 


The would be assassin was at once ar- 


rested. He declared he only fired a blank 
cartridge and had no intention of killing 
Fanre. When it became known in the 
crowd at Longchamps that the President 
was not hurt by the shot the greatest en- 
thusiasm was manifested and the utmost 
•florta of the guards were required to con- 
trol the crowds about the place where 
the president and suite were standing. 


During the eighteen month* that have 


'•lapsed since Faure was chosen President 
•of the French Republic there have been 
three more or less clearly denned plots 
concocted for his assassination. 


In the first of these the principal was 


•aid to be an anarchist known as "Petit 
Bordean,"a deserter from the French 
army, whose plan as alleged at the time 
was to kill the President during the 
fetes at Harve in April 1885. The anthor- 
itiei being forewarned nothing- came of 
this affair. 


In June last year a commercial traveler 


named Hillsiraud was locked up by the 
police of P«iiyueax upon information 
that he threatened to fire upon President 
Fanre while the latter was visitsng the 
town in order to draw attention to certain 
Veal or fancied grievances. 


On March 1 of this year three Spaniards 


and an Italian were arrested on board a 
railroad train at Velencie baring no 
tickets. They said they were going to 
Lyons to see President Fanre and as they 
were armed with daggers or razors the 
newspapers came to the concnlsion they 
bad formed a conspiracy against the life 
of the president. These men were subse- 
quently liberated.

FALL RIVER, July 14.—A circular letter 


from Secretary Martin of the Southern 
Textile association states that of the 
2,600,000 spindles in the south, 1,923,000 
will be stopped for varying terms. 


The factories operating them are locat- 


ed as follows:-Alabama, 138,000; Georgia, 
480,000; North Carolina, 517,000; Tennes- 
see, 80,000; South Carolina, 478,000; Vir- 
ginia, 103,000; Mississippi, 39,000; Ken- 
tucky, 21,000; Louisiana, 57,000. 


Some of these agree to close until 


August 1, others for sixty days, and the 
balance until October 1. Two hundred 
and fifteen mills are represented.

Consideration. 


ATTENTION TO THE STREETS. 


West Main Street Will Not be Widened j 


this Year. What the Highway Commis- 


sioners Say. Electric Road May be 


Moved 
from 
the 
Bridge. 
' 


The board of public works mill give its 


attention to the streets in the center of 
the city for a few weeks to come. The 
curbing.is to be put in position along a 
section on Main street and from opposite 
Eagle street to Spring street on Church 
street. The ,telegraph poles were set back 
Into the walks on Main street, where new 
walks nnd curbing will be put in later. 
Tbe Church street walk « ill be built be- 
yond the line of trees snffilently far to 
permit of a grass strip being laid between 
the trees and the curbing. 


The West Main street alterations which 


have been suggested are not being ser- 
iously considered by tbe board. While it 
is believed tbe widening of the street 
from the Main street bridge over the hill 
to the railroad bridge would be a decided 
improvement, the expense and inconven- 
ience nuke it very Improbable that any 
step will be taken in that direction this 
year. 


The state highway commissioners, who 


examined the highway with a possible 
view of macadamizing it, were very pro' 
nounced in their decision that the road 
between the above mentioned points 
would have to be considerably widened. 
The change would necessitate an exten- 
sion of the little tunnel in order that the 
bridge might be moved to the north. The 
high embankments on tbe south side of 
the street would have to be cut away. 
Another year the project may be carried 
out. 


The surface sewer lines are being put in 


with as much haste as the work will 
allow. With the completion of the 
Center street line the work of laying the 
surface pipes in the "swamp" district will 
be commenced. The proposed domestic 
sewer from Eagle street along the river to 
Marshall street will be laid after the 
"swamp" sewer is completed. 


Another matter which is being consid- 


ered by the board concerns the possible 
discontinuance of the electric car ser- 
vice over the Main street bridge. New 
piles will be put under tbe bridge this 
summer and when that work is being 
done it is very probable that the Hoosac 
Valley company will be asked to take ita 
track off from the bridge and erect a 
small trestle bridge of Its own on one 
side. There was some hesitancy about 
running the cars over the bridee when 
the service was put in, not only on ac- 
count of the wearing of the bridge, but 
also the inconvenience to driven and tbe 
possibility of accidents. Tbe board will 
decide upon the matter In tbe course of a 
week or so and its decision will be learned 
with interest.

A short time since the TKAXSCRIPT 


published a simple definition of the silver 
question prepared with the intention of 
giving in a plain, condensed form infor- 
r.iation that would be a convenience to 
jnany in answering the oft repeated in- 
quiry "What does the money question 
mean?'' The article was compiled from 
rxplanations of the question given in the 
Wilwaukee Wisconsin and the Philadel- 
phia Ledger, both reliable authorities, the 
latter being one of the most able and solid 
ilnanoial and commercial dailies in the 
United States. 


We have been requested to republish it 


jmd we do so, as it has seemed to be found 
of interest to many who have found it also 
quite a convenient thing to carry with 
them for reference. In republishing the 
tirlicle we add to it the gold plank of the 
Republican party and tbe silver plank of 
the Democratic party. By cutting out 
this in its entirety and putting it in your 
pocket book you may not only find it con- 
venient for reference but it may stimulate 
you to try to exert an influence that will 
help you in keeping your pocket book in 
a condition of such value as only a sound 
currency can give it. 


The money question at the present time 


is whether or not the United States shall 
undertake the free coinage of silver at the 
Old ratio under which sixteen ounces of 
silver were accounted equal to one ounce 
of gold. 


One ounce of gold, American coin stand- 


ard of fineness that is, 9DO parts of pure 
gold to 100 of alloy, will coin in gold dol- 
lars f 18.60. Sixteen ounces of silver, Ameri- 
can coin standard of fineness, that Is, tXX) 
parts of pure silver to 100 of alloy, at the 
rate of 412; grains to the dollar (the 
weight of tbe present standard silver dol- 
lar) will coin|lS.60in silver dollars. These 
16 ounces of silver can be bought in the 
markets of the world today for f9.94. 
There would, therefore be a profit of f 8.66 
on an investment of ?9.94, being about 87 
per cent, if a bolder of silver could take it 
to the mint and coin it without charge 
into silver dollars. 


The advocates of free coinage favor a 


law that will allow any holder of silver 
bullion, or, in fact, silver of any kind (as 
the latter can readily be melted into bars) 
to have the right to take the same to any 
mint of the United States and convert it 
into silver coin free of charge. 


It is easy to see that if this were done it 


would not be long, with free coinage, 
beiore the country would be flooded with 
silver coins, and the very large profit to 
the owners of silver mines would quickly 
start to work mines at present idle, to the 
immense advantage of the mine owner. 


It is also easy to see that everybody 


who owed money would pay in silver 
rather than in gold, because silver money 
would be cheaper tban gold money, and 
gold money would soon be unattainable. 
The gold could be used to advantage in 
tbe foreign trade because a gold dollar 
•would purchase abroad nearly twice as 
much as a silver dollar, as the metal in it 
is intrinsically worth twice as much as 
the metal in a silver dollar. 


The wages of labor would in effect be 


cut down almost one half, because the 
contracts of working people with their 
employers are expressed in the terms of 
money, and by reducing the money sys- 
tem of the country from the existing gold 
standard to the silver standard, the value 
of the dollar would practically be cut in 
half. 


The following is the gold plank of the 


Republican party: 


"The Republican party is unreservedly 


for sound money. It caused the enact- 
ment of a law providing for the resump- 
tion ol specie payment in 1879. Since then 
every dollar has been as good as gold. We 
are unalterably opposed to every measure 
calculated to debase our currency or im- 
pair the credit of our country. We are, 
therefore, opposed to the free coinage of 
silver, except by international agreement 
with the leading commercial nations of 
the world, which we pledge ourselves to 
promote, and until such an agreement 
can be obtained, the existing gold stand- 
ard must be preserved. All our silver and 
paper currency now in circulation must 
be maintained at a parity with gold, and 
we favor all measures designed to maintain 
inviolable tbe obligations of the United 
States, and all our money, either coin or 
paper, at the present standard, the stand- 
ard of the most enlightened nations of the 
earth." 


Tbe following is toe silver plank of the 


Democratic party: 


"W« demand the free and unlimited 


coinage of both silver and gold at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without wait- 
ing for the aid or consent of any other 
nation. 
We demand that the standard 


silver dollar shall be a full legal tender, 
equally with gold, for all debts,public and 
private, and we favor such legislation as 
will prevent for the future the demoneti- 
zation of any kind of legal-tender money 
by private contract. We are opposed to 
the policy and practice of surrendering to 
the holders of tbe obligations of the 
United States the option reserved by law 
to tbe Government of redeeming snob 
obligations in either silver coin or gold 
coin."

THE WEALTH OF NATIONS. 
' 


Proportion Coming to Each Inhabitant If 


an Kqual Division Were Made. 


There is a very old story, which eober 


luimled statisticians reject as erroneous 
and apocryphul, that tells how a needy 
man in the city oE Paris obtained an anclt- 
ence with the head of the banking house 
of Rothschild. 


To this financial magnate the needy 


man rccite»f his distress and argued that 
there should bo an equal division of all 
property, doing away with the existing 
disparities, which he alleged were unjust, 
M. Rothschild, so the story goes, took from 
his desk a piece of paper and flpurcd upon 
it tho tohil -wealth of France. Then he di- 
vided the total by 30,000,000, the popula- 
tion of France at that time, the result be- 
ing the per capita shore of the wealth to 
which his visitor would have been entitled. 
Then M. Rothschild, redlvided that total 
by the population of tho country, and, 
handing'his visitor a one franc piece (20 
cents), said: 


"My friend, here is your share of all that 


I would owe you on the redivision of the 
property of tho country. Collect tile bal- 
anra from others." 


Whatever may be the basis of fact upon 


which tliis story is founded, there is no dis- 
puting its periodic recurrence in the form 
of an estimate of how much each citizen of 
a country would have if the wealth of such 
a country was equally divided among all 
its inhabitants. Recently » paragraph, 
probably of English origin, has started on 
its travels through the newspapers and 
magazines which shows that if the wealth 
of the Vnitutl States was so divided every 
person in it—man, woman and child, mil- 
lionaire and pauper, banker, farmer, arti- 
san, schoolboy and schoolgirl—would have 
$800. This is not a large sum when the 
growing resources of the United States are 
considered, but there are probably plenty of 
persons in every community who would be 
willing to accept 1200 in cash in full satis- 
faction of a prospective division at some 
time far remote of the total wealth of the 
country. 


In point of fact it IB, of course, unrea- 


sonable to base any plan of division on tho 
total number of inhabitants, for a very 
large number of these are infants below 
the age of 6 years, and a still larger num- 
ber are male minors between 6 and 21 and 
female minors between 5 and 18. But, even 
on the basis of the total inhabitants of the 
country, a division of its wealth would 
yield much more than *SOO—in fact, more 
than $1,000. There were by the last federal 
census about 17,000,000 male adults In the 
United States, and a division of the wtalth 
of the country among them would give 
15,000 apiece as the share of each. The 
word "wealth" has a somewhat elastic 
meaning when applied as a designation of 
property, but among the statisticians it 
covers, first and chief of all, land; next 
houses; then the contents of bouses, and in 
the order of importance cattle, money 
metal, railways, merchandise, ships and 
sundries. On tho basis of all these the 
average wealth to each inhabitant In the 
following countries is in excess of 11,000 
per person'—the XTnlted States, t England, 
France, Denmark, Holland and Australia. 
Between the $730 and the |1,000 limit are 
S^vit/erluiul, Belgium, Canada. 
Below 


that lire f jermnny, Spain, Italy and Swe- 
den. In Russia the average is $300, and 
in no country from which authentic sta- 
tistics are attainable is the amount of 
wealth less. 


On the hasig of the actual monev in cir- 


culation among the inhabitants, irrespec- 
tive of such forms of invested wealth as 
houses, laud, ships and merchandise, 
France is the wealthiest country, with an 
average of $00 to each inhabitant, the 
largest proportion of which is in gold coin. 
The average in the United States is $:!B, in 
Germany (35, in Hull ami 840, in Great 
Britain $22.50, in Spain $22.23, in Italy 
?l.j, in Belgium $30, in Canada $10, in 
Russia $10, in India 85, in Japan $7.50 
and in China $2. A division of the wealth 
of any country on nn exact and indiscrim- 
inating basis among its inhabitants is, of 
course, chimerical, but a consideration of 
the results of such division gives a very 
clear indication of the relation which the 
wealth of one country bears to the wealth 
of another. The growth of material wealth 
is more rapid in the United States than in 
nny other country, but the growth of popu- 
lation keeps on too.—New York Sun.

A MAN'S HAT WAS FOUSD. 


A Thorough Search Was Made but Noth- 


ing Wrong was Discovered. The Hat 


Belonged to a Brakeman.

Officer Scully, ever ready to investigate 


and always alert and at his duty, was 
aroused into activity Saturday morning 
about 2.30 o'clock by hearing the report of 
a revolver, which came from the neigh* 
borhood of the railroad crossing on Fur- 
nace street. ' He started on a run for that 
vicinity, picturing to himself the probable 
scene of bloodshed and perhaps murder.

The mystery of the hat was solved when 


daylight dawned. A freight brakeman 
called at the police station and claimed 
the property as bis own. It had been 
knocked off just before the train entered 
the tunnel by the arrangement which is 
found dangling in front of bridges and 
tunnels on all railroad lines for the pur. 
pose of notifying the twin, men, who may 
be on top of the cars of their approach to 
danger. The mystery of the pistol shot is 
still unsolved and probably will remain so.

with such vigilant and painstaking patrol, 
men on the streets the citizens may rctt in 
peace and feel assured that the city is 
being cared for by men who are wide- 
awake and fearless.

Onr Prosperity Beits on the Perpetuity ol 


Industrial Independence. 


The strife between nations for finan- 


cial supremacy will never cease, and 
the tale of commercial progress is the 
continued tragedy of the ages. 


Nations, like men, are selfish in so 


far as they follow heaven's first law— 
that of self preservation. The fortifica- 
tion of our power in time of war and ot 
our prosperity in time of peace rests in 
the perpetuity of onr industrial inde- 
-pendpnce. 


Among these confederated states there 


is and should be free trade, for our peo- 
ple owe allegiance to one common flag, 
are subject to the demands of a common 
system of law, ,are nnited in the accom- 
plishment of fteoramon purpose and an 
trending toward a common destiny. 


The bonds of national patriotism 


create mutual obligations between the 
different sections of this union. These 
obligations are regarded or disregarded 
as the representatives from the states 
vote for or against the protection of the 
industries of each from foreign compe- 
tition. 


Is London Fall Grown? 


The result of the recent census show* 


that during the lost- five years the popula- 
tion has increased (somewhat less rapidly 
than It did in the previous ten—1881-91. 
The number of people turned out to be 
some 15,000 below the estimate formed on 
the basi^ of 181(1. The difference is small 
but Important, as it shows that the previ- 
ous fall in the rate of increase is main- 
tained. The population is growing at a 
less aud less rapid pace. At the beginning 
ot the century it used to increase by more 
than 20 per cent in the ten years between 
successive censuses. In 1881-91 that rate 
had fnllen to 10.4 per cent, the lowest on 
record, and now it is still less. This move- 
ment is not part of a general decline. It 
is peculiar to London and seems to indi- 
cate that the huge overgrowth of the me 
tropolis has begun to cure itself. No town 
can go on growing indefinitely, and even 
London, monstrous as it is, has not ful- 
filled the expectations of earlier statisti- 
cians. Two hundred years ago it appeared 
t<i be growing so fast that Sir William 
Petty, (me of the earliest pioneers in dem- 
OKraphical research, reckoned that by 
1840 
the population would reach 10,000,- 


000, supposing it to continue at tho same 
rate. He thought, however, that a natural 
limit would bo reached before thon and 
placed it in the year 1800, by which time 
he calculated London would contain some- 
thing over 5,000,000 inhabitants and the 
rest of Knglaud only 4,800,000. 


He wa» very nearly right about the total, 


.which actually was about 9,000,000, but 
London only accounted for one of them. 
Sin<-e then it has nearly reached its maxi- 
mum, 
which, curiously enough, seems 


likoly to prove a real natural limit. For 
the four years 1871-4 the average birth rate 
was 36.2. For the four years 1891-4 it was 
only SO. 9. There has been a gradual and 
almost continuous fall from year to year, 
which has not been counterbalanced, by 
the simultaneous but slighter fall In the 
death rate from 22.7 to 19.9. Fewer people 
die in proportion to the population, but 
still fewer are born. This is explained by 
the increasing disinclination, to marry. 
The marriage rates for the two periods 
contrasted are 19.6 and 17.3respectively.— 
St. James Gazette. 


Tom Tnmlett's Denials. 


Newfoundland officialism has for all 


time had a very racy and humorous cle- 
ment about it, as might from its circum- 
stances be expected. One of its earlier 
chief justices was a delightful person, al- 
most worthy to have been a fishing admiral 
In the seventeenth century. This gentle- 
nian, a substantial merchant, by name 
Tremlett, and renowned for his rough, nn- 
Bwervinp honesty, was in 1802 mode a sub- 
ject of formal complaint to the governor, 
Admiral Duckworth. The latter was well 
aware that It was the chief justice's ag- 
gressive honesty that was the trouble. Nev- 
•rthcless he had to bring the complaint? 
officially to his notice. 


And this waa the formal reply handed 


in to the admiral: "To the first charge, 
your excellency, I answer that it is a lie. 
To the second charge I say that it is ad—d 
lie. And to the third I say that it is a 
d'—d infernal lie. Your excellency's obedi- 
ent servant, Thomas Tremlett."—Mac- 
rnlllan's Magazine.

The* Furniture Required and Its Proper

contracted and narrow. One should in 
this case use a mirror of generous di- 


Undaunted bj the Buflalo Bo*. 


"Naphtha is emphatically the best 


and cleanest method of exterminating 
the buffalo moth and every other living 
insect," says a correspondent of Good 
Housekeeping, ' 'It is alike destructive 
to plant life, birds and small animals 
both in its gases and direct application. 
For carpete and furniture naphtha can 
be applied by a small sprinkling pot 
or by a good sized oil can of the squirt- 
ing variety. The danger from fire is 
very great, and it should he used in the 
morning, when fires aud lamps are out 
and doors and windows wide open. All 
plants and pet birds must be removed 
or they will certainly be more or less 
harmed by the gas arising from the 
fluid. 


"Sprinkle the naphtha in the places 


Infested by tbe moth or other insects, 
and you may be certain that every liv- 
ing insect touched by the naphtha will 
be dead. The eggs, however, will not 
he dead and will come to life with such 
regularity that will discourage the anx- 
ious housekeeper. Nothing but heat, 
either d*y or moist, will destroy the 
eggs. For a carpet the best thing to do 
is to wet a towel or piece of sheeting. 
Spread over infested part and pass a hot 
iron over it."

In these it 
is not so difficult to furnish, and if they 
be of generous size they are generally 
arranged aa a sort of combined sitting 
and reception room. If the hall be 
Email, one may have a hall stand or the 
\\all rack and settle beneath, one with a 
box seat preferred. If there is a spare 
corner a "oozy" maybe fitted up, or, 
if not, and a window is available, a 
broad, low seat will be an attractive 
feature. A small, low table, a side ta- 
ble with a drawer in it and a number of 
odd chairs must not be omitted.

May Decide To Hake the Election 


of Gold Standard Congressmen 


the Principal Fight. 


Kew York, July 14.—The action, if 


any, of the democratic gold-standard 
leaders regarding the Chicago platform 
and ticket is awaited with much inter- 
est. It is generally understood that a 
meeting ia to be held either to-morrow 
or Thursday, and one report says that 
the conference is to be held at Long 
Branch, N. J. 
William C. Whitney and 


Senator Hill are not in the city at 
present, but it is understood they will 
both be here by this evening. Carlo; 
French, the Connecticut member of the 
democratic national committee was at 
the Murray Hill hotel yesterday for a 
short time. He said he did not know 
Just r.'hen the conference would be 
held, but he thought it would not take 
place before Thursday. Mr. French 
denied emphatically the report that he 
had declared in favor of nominating a 
third national ticket. 
He saki he had 


not-committed himself one way or the 
other, and would not until the gold- 
standard men had conferred and de- 
cided on some course. 


OppoMd to B Third Ticket. 


A prominent Tammany leader said 


that a conference would be held and 
that it would be attended by demo- 
cratic leaders from New York and 
other states. Another democrat said 
the understanding was that the New 
York leaders would first confer and 
then invite the gold men of other states 
to a general conference. From the 
talk of Tammany hall leaders and the 
followers of Senator Hill up the state, 
it appears that the democrats are 
greatly opposed to the nomination of a 
third ticket. 
Some of the Tammany 


men talked of making a campaign for 
the Itryan ticket; others said they 
•would vote as they pleased, but none 
of them seemed to think that it Would 
be wise to name a gold standard ticket. 
Hill and Whitney are said to be opposed 
to a third ticket. 


Leaden Gathering. 


The result of the conference, it is 


generally belived, will be a decision to 
make no spirited campaign for the 
national ticket and make a hard fight 
to elect congressmen opposed to free 
•ilver and the state ticket in New 
York. Senator Gorman and Calvin S. 
Price are in the city and this leads to 
a rumor that a conference is to be held 
before Thursday. Senator Gorman de- 
clined to say anything about the pro- 
posed conference and Senator lirice, 
when asked if he would repudiate the 
Chicago ticket, said: "I am not ready 
to be quoted on that subject, and shall 
not be until 1 have had my own con- 
vention, that is, until I have heard 
from my friends in Ohio and learn 
what they are going to do or recom- 
mend " James W. Hinckley, chairman 
of the democratic state committee, will 
issue a call for a meeting of the commit- 
tee next week for the purpose of call- 
ing the state convention. It is said 
that the convention will be held in 
Saratoga before the end of August, 
probably before the republican state 
convention. 


HE PREFERS CONGRESS. 


Mr. Bland Will Not Bo a Candidate for 


GovornoB. 


Lebanon, Mo., July 14.—In their dis- 


appointment over the defeat ot Mr. 
Bland for the presidential nomination, 
many Missouri free silver democrats 
have turned to him to lead the party 
this fall in Missouri as candidate for 
governor. He has received many tele- 
grams and letters the past few days 
urging him to become a canidate, but 
he sars he will not change his course. 
He made up his mind several years ago, 
he declares, that he did not want to be 
governor, preferring to continue his 
fight in congress. He said that he 
would not be a candidate for gover- 
nor. He said he was a candidate for 
the democratic nomination for con- 
gress in this, his old district. He do- 
sires to go back to congress to make 
the fight for free silver in the house. 


Army Worm Knters Cranberry Bogs.

London, July 11.—The annual report 


of the bi-meb»Uio league read at the 
annual meeting yesterday afternoon 
was quite optimistic in tone, declaring 
that International 
bl-metaUUm had 


made noteworthy progress in all the 
countries where the question had been 
discusted. After referring to the reso- 
lutions in faror of bi-metallism adopted 
by the popular chamber! of Prussia, 
France and Belgium, the report went 
on to say that in the United States all 
the political parties and all classes of 
business men would welcome the es- 
tablishment of international bimetall- 
ism. A large number of the people of 
that country were, however, so thor- 
oughly convinced of the necessity for 
the remonetization of silver that they 
were not disposed to wait for an inter- 
national agreement to that end, The 
report further said that no party of 
importance in America favored gold 
monometalism. In conclusion the re- 
port declared: "The responsibility for 
the present and growing dangers to 
the industrial life of the nation rest* 
upon those who oppose that monetary 
system under which our prosperity ad- 
vanced by leaps and bounds." Lord 
Aldenham, the president of the league, 
and a director of the Bank of England, 
was not present at the meeting, but a 
letter from him was read in which he 
congratulated the league upon the 
progress 
bi-metallism 
had 
made 


in 
the 
United 
States. 
He 
said 


it 
was 
a 
striking 
fact 
that 


the question of bi-metallism, which, 
in 
some 
quarters 
of 
England, 


was treated with contempt, should ap- 
parently be the main political question 
before the people of the United States. 
Alluding to the general attitued of the 
London press, Lord Aldemham said 
the newspapers had joined the chorus 
clamoring for "honest money," be- 
lieving that "honest money" in the 
United States was applied to gold 
monometallism, whereaa, as a matter 
of fact, it was applied to international 
bi-metallism. The letter 
concluded 


with the declaration that whatever 
might be the result of the approaching 
presidential election in the United 
States the bl-metallists could be sure 
that their cause was advancing. 
The 


first lord of the treasury and govern- 
ment leader in the house of commons 
was expected to address the league, 
but he was ptevented by illness from 
being present.
